REMARKS 


Claims 62-96 are pending in the present application. In the Office Action dated 


January 26, 2005, the Examiner rejected claims 62-69 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-3, 7, 9 and 1 1-22 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,835,1 11. Claims 70, 83 and 96 were rejected under the judicially created doctrine 
of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 and 16 of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,835,1 1 1 in view of Jones et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,647,785). 


As requested by the Examiner, applicants have amended the cross-reference to 


related applications section to recite that that United States Patent Application No. 09/994,511, 
filed on November 26, 2001, issued as U.S. Patent No. 6,835,1 11. 


In response to the Office Action, applicants are filing a terminal disclaimer to 


obviate the double patenting rejection. Claims 62-96 should therefore now be in condition for 
allowance. Favorable consideration and a timely Notice of Allowance are earnestly solicited.
